U.S. Marine Corps Observes 161st Anniversary 


Throughout the United States and 
wherever officers and men of the U. 8. 
Marine Corps are stationed, the 161st an- 
niversary of the Marine Corps will be 
celebrated, Tuesday, Nov. 10, 1936. 

Both Secretary of Navy Swanson and 
Maj. Gen. John H. Russell, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps, have sent greetings 
and best wishes to the officers and men of 
the Service on its birthday. 

The history of the Marine Corps, which 
dates back to 1775, when an American 
Corps of Marines was first authorized by 
the Continental Congress at Philadelphia, 
reveals daring exploits on land and sea. 
During the 161 years of its existence the 
Marine Corps hus made 125 landings on 
foreign soil, not including service in 


| 


France during the World War, campaigns 
in the Philippines, or various landings 
made on the West Coast when it was part 
of Mexico. Always the Marine Corps has 
stood ready to protect American lives and 
property and to carry out various naval 
enterprises endorsed by the Government. 

Miurines have landed in China no fewer 
than 14 times to protect American lives 
and property, first at Shanghai in 1854 
and later in Canton, Tientsin, and else 
where. In later years frequent landings 
were made at Shanghai and a large force 
of Marines was sent there in 1927, a num 
ber of them still remaining on duty there

Report of Navy Board 
Opposed in Staff Corps 


Delay in making public the report of 
the Navy General Board on personnel is 
due largely to the detailed consideration 
being given by the various Staff Corps 
bureaus to several features of the docu 
ment which they dislike. 

Principal among the Staff Corps ob- 
jections is a recommendation that a limi- 
tation be placed upon the number of offi 
cers in the various grades in each Corps. 
Under present law, Staff Officers selected 
for promotion advance when their run- 
ning mates of the Line— Line officers with 
equal service, actual or constructive 
advance, with no limitation as numbers 
in grade except as to rear admirals. The 
General Board proposal, fixing a limit 
for each grade, would prevent a Staff 
Corps officer, otherwise eligible for pro 
motion, to advance if the limit in the 
higher grade for his Corps were filled. 
Limiting figures are proposed by the 
Board, it is said, which in some cases are 
lower than existing strengths, which 
would mean an immediate stagnation in 
promotien to those grades. 

Another phase of the report to which 
Staff officers object is a recommendation 
that no two successive selection boards 
shall have any duplication of personnel 
and that Line flag officers shall be utilized 
on Staff Corps selection when ever neces 
sary. Inasmuch as this would usually 
mean that every selection board would 
have a majority of Line admirals. Staff 
officers oppose the plan on the ground 
that it would give the Line almost com 
plete control over the Staff Corps. 

The drafting of bureau comment at 
tempting to break down the General 
Board's recommendations on these points 
have delayed publication of the report, 
for it will not be given out prior to ap 
proval by the Secretary of the Navy and 
all controversial matters will be thor 
oughly thrashed out before being pre 
sented to him for signature. It is expected 
to be some time before the report is re- 
leased. 

Meanwhile, the report of the Board has 
had somewhat limited circulation within 
the Navy Department and the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has learned, as revealed 
in previous issues, that it contains the 
following recommendations : 

1. Provision for promotion from the 

lower half of the rear admiral’s grade to 
the upper half to be by selection rather 
than by seniority with officers not selected 
by one board retiring. 
2. Repeal of existing law for selection 
to lieutenant commander and to lieute 
nant under a standard of comparative 
fitness with a limiting figure as to the 
number of officers to be selected each 
year, with the substitution of a plan for 
the selection out of officers not considered 
to meet the standard for the higher grade 
Officers not selected, under the proposed 
plan, would be discharged with a year 
or two pay, rather than being retired, a 
at present,

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Belgium’s Decision to Abandon Its Alliance with France Discussed 


Considerable editorial comment has followed the announcement by King Leopold 
that Belgium will abandon its alliance with France and adopt a program of neutrality. 
In discussing the announcement, editors of the nation feel that Belgium as a neutral, 
independent state may have her troubles, but the risk is scarcely greater than those 
involved in alliance with other European nations. 


“The recent decision of Belgium as announced by her King Leopold to abandon 
her old program and adopt a policy which will segregate her from European en- 
tunglements has brought forth a great deal of speculation,” comments the Bridgeport, 
Conn., Post. “Belgium's hope, of course, is that the new plan will keep her from be- 
coming involved in wars and rumors of wars, and will keep invaders from penetrating, 
or threatening to penetrate her territory. In accordance with the new plan, Belgium 
decides to go it alone and considers herself permanently separated from all alliances 
and arrangements for collective security. * * * * 

“In brief, the problem posed was this: If she threw her lot in completely with 
France and maintained the line of fortifications on her eastern frontier, France and 
England would come to her assistance if that border were to be attacked. On the 
other hand, if she announced her removal from all European disputes, she would 
have the sole responsibility for maintaining her neutrality, and would not have to 
defend any interests other than her own, * * * * 

“Tt was an important decision which may have numerous further developments 
and repercussions. The other European nations will be forced to study the effects of 
the new plan and realign their program in harmony with their respective foreign 
policies.” 

The Troy, N. Y., Record believes that “the most important phase of the new 
newly announced Belgian policy undoubtedly concerns the ending of the military 
alliance with France, even though in recent years the armed affiliation of the two 
countries has been nominal rather than actual. Although King Leopold's announced 
policy constitutes an obstacle in the building of regional alliances looking to general 
protection against aggressor nations. Moreover, it implies changed conditions on the 
French frontier that cannot fail to be of serious moment in Paris.” 


“The first fruits of Belgium's decision to abandon its military commitments with 
France are soon to take form in more ambitious fortification along the Belgian and 
French frontiers,” says the Minneapolis, Minn., 7'ribune. “Concrete shelters, a fortified 
line from Liege to Antwerp and along the Meuse river are being considered by the 
Belgians. France also proposes to extend its Maginot lines of defense all the way to

Instead of treaties and military agreements as a sort of first line of de- 
fense, European nations generally are turning to concrete walls, heavier armaments 
and more soldiers.” 


“Belgium clearly has lost confidence in France and in the League of Nations.” 
states the Buffalo, N. Y., News. “It has seen the Locarno treaty go by the board: and 
it sees no hope of security except through employment of its own devices. As it took 
account of affairs in the light of-the Franeo-Russian alliance, it reached the concly 
sion that it was expected again to bear, as it-did in 1914, the brunt of a German 
attack. This was a natural conclusion in view of the advantageous-position that Ger 
many recently has gained. Declaring itself neutral, acting independently, Belgium 
would appear to be in less danger than it would be holding itself more or less subject 
to direction from France. * * * * 

“What effect the stand taken by Belgium will have remains to be seen. For 
one thing, it appears to have nullified hope of any accomplishment at the forthcoming 
Locarno conference, But at the best little good could be expected to issue from that 
conference, For the lines already have been closely drawn, with Italy, Germany and 
Austria on the one side and Russia, France and Great Britain on the other. In the 
circumstances, Belgium does not wish to be in the position of inviting the powers 
threatening war to make its territory the initial battleground.” 

“Certain results of Belgium’s action should be clear to all,” thinks the Schenee- 
tudy, N. Y., Gazette. “First, France must now fortify the Belgian frontier in case 
of a German thrust in that direction. Under the discarded alliance the Belgian- 
Germany frontier was relied upon to protect the French from an invasion in that 
quarter, But now a stand against an attack must be made on the soil of France 
nae. * * * © 

“Whatever motive behind Belgium's action, it is a safe assumption that the inde 
pendence of Leopold’s nation is not safer today than before abandonment of its 
Freneh alliance.” 

“A Belgium unprotected by a French alliance will have to spend millions on 
further fortifying the German frontier and in the maintenance of a standing army,” 
reports the Lynn, Mass., /tem. “It was not a decision lightly undertaken, but the 
threat of the international passions engendered by the civil war in Spain, with Russia 
denouncing German and Italian aid to Facist rebels, and Russia’s defensive ally, 
France, seemingly afraid to take her part at London was enough to tip the scales of 
Belgium action.”

the canal through to completion, five or 
six landings were made in Panama. Ma- 
rines have been sent on missions to the 
Philippines, Cuba, Mexico, Haiti, Santo 
Domingo and Nicaragua during this cen- 
tury. The record of the Marine Corps 
which covers a span of more than a cen- 
tury and a half is filled with heroic deeds 
and the expression “the Marines have 
landed and have the situation well in 
hand” has come to be a common one. 

Secretary Swanson in his message to 
the Commandant said: 

“It affords me great pleasure on the One 
Hundred Sixty-first Anniversary of the Ma- 
rine Corps to extend, through you, to the en- 
tire Corps my sincere congratulations on the 
years of useful achievement already completed 
and my every good wish for continued suc- 
cess in the public service.” 

Major General Russell in his anniver- 
sary message to the officers and men of 
the Service had this to say : 

“During one hundred and sixty-one years 
our Corps has shown itself faithful to its 
traditions in sustaining an enviable record in 
the defense of the nation. On many fields, in 
many parts of the world, in Tripoli, China, 
Nicaragua, France and elsewhere, it has per- 
formed distinguished and devoted service to 
the country. 

“In all these years the bond of mutual con- 
fidence between the rank and file has grown 
sth@it@er end stronger, tending to develop our 
ideal ‘esprit de corps.’ 

“On this anniversary, and upon the occa- 
sion of my retirement Dee. 1, 1936, from active 
duty after more than forty-eight years of ser- 
vice, I wish to express my appreciation of 
your devotion to duty and extend to you my 
best wishes, knowing that in the future you 
will add brilliant pages to the illustrious 
history of the naval service.” 

Marine Corps orders direct that the fol- 
lowing will be read to each detachment of 
the corps on Nov. 10: 

“On Nov. 10, 1775, a Corps of Marines was 
created by a resolution of the Continental 
Congress. Since that date many thousand 
men have borne the name Marine. In memory 
of them it is fitting that we who are marines 
should commemorate the birthday of our corps 
by calling to mind the glories of its long and 
Wustrious history. 

“The record of our corps is one which will 
bear comparison with that of the most famous 
military organizations in the world’s history. 
During 90 of the 161 years of its existence the 
Marine Corps has been in action against the 
nation’s foes. From the battle of Trenton to 
the Argonne, marines have won foremost hon 
ors in war, and in the long eras at home gen 
eration after generation of marines have 
grown gray in war in both hemispheres that 
our country and its citizens might enjoy 
peace and security. 

“In every battle and skirmish since the 
birth of our corps marines have acquitted 
themselves with the greatest distinction, win 
ning new honors on each occasion until the 
name ‘marine’ has come to signify all that 
is highest in military efficiency and soldierly 
Virtue.

Honor General Craig 


General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff

Uphold Military Training 
The right of schools and colleges to 
make military science and training a 
required subject was upheld by the 
voters of Oregon when in Tuesday’s 
elections they defeated an amendment 
to the state constitution which would 


have prohibited such requirement. 

Rallying around the amendment in full 
forces were the national pacifistic organ- 
izations, some of the clergy, the state 
Grange and labor. Aiding in its defeat 
were the patriotic bodies, both Oregon 
State College and the University of Ore- 
gon and their alumni. 

The influential City Club of Portland 
made an exhaustive study of the amend- 
ment and reported in detail opposing its 
enactment. With their backing and that 
of the Reserve Officers Association, the 
American Legion and other bodies the 
City voted against it. 


Award Decorations 

Heroism of three members of the Army 
was recognized Thursday at Governors 
Island when troops of the Sixteenth In- 
fantry, Col. Albert 8S. Williams command- 
ing, participated in a parade and review 
and Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, Com- 
manding General of the Second Corps 
Area, pinned decorations on the uniforms. 

For his exploit in the Philippines almost 
37 years ago, Col. John R. R. Hannay, 
Second Corps Area Quartermaster, re- 
ceived the Silver Life Saving Medal of 
the Treasury Department. On Novy. 8, 
1899, Colonel Hannay, then a first lieu 
tenant of Infantry, risked his life to save 
soldiers from drowning at Rio Grande de 
la Pampanga, P. I. 

Lt. Col. Joseph P. Vachon, Regular 
Army instructor to the Organized Reserve 
unit, the 310th Infantry of the 78th Divi- 
sion, also received the Silver Life Saving 
Medal, conferred upon him for rescuing 
a comrade from drowning Jan. 14, 1934, 
near the Island of Oahu, Hawaii. 

The two Army ecflicers stood in the re- 
viewing stand with Private Chester B. 
Addamuan, of Company H, 16th Infantry, 


while his comrades of the regiment 
paraded past. Private Addaman was 
decorated by General McCoy with the 


Soldier’s Medal. The citation accompany- 
ing his award recounts that on June 6 
last at Governors Island Private Adda- 
man, seeing a military prisoner jump into

Rating of Army Officers 

Important changes in Army regula- 
tions governing the rating of officers ac- 
cording to efliciency have been prepared 
for promulgation to the service in the 
form of a greatly revised AR 605-155. 

While both annual and general ratings 
are dealt with in the new regulations, it 
is in the latter that the greatest changes 
have been wrought. Whereas in the past 
chiefs of the Army and Services have had 
varying methods of reaching this general 
ratings and they were very often not 
comparable between the officers of dif- 
ferent branches, the new regulations set 
forth in detail exactly how they shall be 
reached and how they shall be expressed. 

Because of the vital importance to 
every officer the full text of the new ver- 
sion of AR 605-155 is printed as follows: 


1. General._-The Adjutant General will 
maintain on an abstract of record card (W, 
D., A.G.O. Form No, 774) for each officer 
of the Regular Army a record showing year 
by year in readily accessible form the scope 
and character of his service, his demon 
strated suitability or unsuitability for any 
special type of duty, his annual rating, and 
his general rating (exeept as provided in 
par. 3b). 


2. Definitions a. Annual rating An an- 
nual rating of an officer is an official evalua- 
tion of his performance of duty for one fiseal 
year by his chief of arm or service, based 
upon a careful consideration of all of the 
officer's efficiency reports and other data of 
record for that year. 

b. General rating \ general rating of an 
officer is an official evaluation of his perform 
ance of duty for the preceding five years, 
computed by his chief of arm or service from 
the combined annual ratings for those years. 
It indicates the manner in which the officer 
may reasonably be expected to perform any 
duty commensurate with his grade and ex 
perience. 

%. Method of rating a, Annual rating 

(1) As soon as practicable after June 30, 
each chief of arm or service will determine 
the annual rating of each officer under his 
jurisdiction, giving due consideration to all 
entries on the efficiency report, and in addi 
tion, to the following points: 

(a) Importance of major duty 
during period. 

(4) Opportunity of reporting officer to ob 
serve the performance of duty.

(c) Length of period covered by the re 
port. 
(d) Age, experience, judgment, and rat 


ing equation of the reporting officer. 

(ce) Concurrence or  nonconcurrence — ot 
other remarks of any superior of the report 
ing officer. 

(2) If but one report is rendered 
officer for the entire year, the annual rating 
of the officer will be the rating given by that

Thus the average value 
of the year’s service is 56 + 11 5.1, or Ex- 
cellent +. This is the officer’s annual rating 
used by the chief of arm in the computation 
of the officer's general rating. The annual 
rating reported to The Adjutant General will 
be “X (5.1).” Intermediate terms, Le., Excel- 
lent Plus, ete., will not be used in making 
this report. Exact numerical values, how- 
ever, will be reported, The annual rating re- 
ported to The Adjutant General will be that 
which most nearly corresponds to the valpe 
of the quotient, 

b. General rating. 

(1) When the annual rating for the fiseal 
year under consideration is determined, the 
chiefs of arms and services will then promptly 
compute or revise the general ratings of all 
officers under their respective jurisdictions, 
being guided by the following Instructions: 

(a) The general rating of an officer will 
be determined by adding algebraically the 
annual ratings for the years under considera- 
tion and then dividing the sum by the num- 
ber of those years. The term used in report- 
ing this general rating to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral will be that one of the five listed in @ (3) 
above which corresponds nearest to the nu- 
merical value of the quotient. Numerical 
values of the general rating will not be trans- 
mitted to The Adjutant General. 

(b) A general rating will not be assigned 
to an officer until the end of his fifth year of 
commissioned service, 

(c) General ratings will be based on the 
last five years’ annual ratings except when 
the entire period was spent on one duty or 
under the command of a single officer. In 
such cases the period will be extended to 
include one year's duty under one or more 
other commanders, 

(d) The general rating of an officer will 
not be affected by that part of an efficiency 
report which deals solely with his scholastie 
record while a student of a service school. 

2) When the chief of arm or service does 
not personally determine the annual and gen- 
eral ratings, he will appoint a board con- 
sisting of at least two officers to perform this 
duty. The board will make its report of rec- 
ommended ratings to the chief of arm or 
service for final action, 

4. Rexaponsibilities relating to efficiency re 
porta and abstract of record cards,—a, The 
Adjutant General is responsible for— 

(1) The adoption of the necessary measures 
to insure that efficiency reports covering the 
service of each officer of the Army are prompt- 
ly and correctly rendered. See AR 600-185. 

(2) The proper entries on the abstract of 
record cards of the data submitted by chiefs 
of arms and services. 

(3) Providing direct access at all times to 
the files of the abstract of record cards for 
the chiefs of arms and services and members 
of their respective rating boards. 

(4) Transmission to the chiefs of arms and 
services as soon as practicable after their re- 
ceipt of all efficiency reports and such other 
papers as affect the efficiency record of officers 
under their respective jurisdictions, 

b. Chiefs of arms and services 
sponsible for— 

(1) The correctness of all annual and gen- 
eral ratings and data to be furnished The 
Adjutant General for entry on the abstract 
of record cards. 

(2) Prompt transmission to The Adjutant 
General of the annual ratings and the result 
of the revision of the general ratings of their 
respective officers, with such other data per- 
taining to service of that year as are required 
for entry on the abstract of record cards. 
Notations pertaining -to any specialty or 
qualification will not be reported for entry 
on the abstract of record card unless the offi- 
cer has demonstrated his competency or lack 
of it during the year under consideration, 

(3) Prompt return to The Adjutant General 
of all efficiency reports and such other papers 
as were furnished for use in rating officers, 
5. Memorandum records for annual clasat- 
fication board On September 1, each chief 
of arm and service will forward to The Ad- 
jutant General, for transmission to the classi- 
fication board, a list showing the name and 
grade of each officer under his jurisdiction 
whose general rating is “Unsatisfactory.” In 
the case of an officer on this list who is ree- 
ommended by his chief of arm or service for 
elimination from active service, a synopsis 
of the records upon which the recommenda 
tion is based will be furnished.

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Army Medical Library 


Sir Humphry Davy Rolleston, Bart., 
of Haslemere, Surrey, England, will de- 
liver the principal address during the 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of 
the founding of the Army Medical 
Library, Nov. 16, 1936. 

Sir Humphrey was formerly Regius 
Professor of Physics in the University 
of Cambridge and has been President of 
the Royal Society of Medicine and of the 
Royal College of Physicians. 

Besides Sir Humphrey a number of 
heads of noted institutions of learning, 
libraries and individuals in the flelds of 
medical science and in the history of 
medicine from the United States and 
many foreign countries will be present. 

During the 100 years which have 
elapsed since its founding during the ad- 
ministration of Surgeon General Lovell 
in 1836, the Army Medical Library has 
grown from an unimportant collection 
of books to become the largest medical 
library in the world. 

There are about 1,000,000 items in the 
Library, of which 400,000 are books. Dur- 
ing the last 10 years more than 6,000 
theses have been received from the Uni- 
versity of Paris alone, probably the 
largest and most complete series of 
French theses on medicine to be found 
in the world, even in France.

R.V.A. Legislative Program 

The National Council of Administra- 
tion of the Regular Veterans Association 
adopted the following legislative program, 
Oct. 17, 1936: 

1. Adjustment in pay of enlisted men to 
conform with technical training and respon- 
sibility. Restoration of the reenlistment 
bonus. 

2. Partial assumption by the Government 
of enlisted men’s travel from place of duty 
to homes and return when on duly author- 
ized leave, so that cost will not exceed one 
cent per mile. 

3. Absolute protection from any encroach- 
ment whatever by legislative or executive 
means in present pay and allowances. 

4. Minimum pay of $100 per month for all 
retired enlisted men retired after 30 years’ 
service. Increase of allowances of retired 
men from $15.75 to $30 per month. Provision 
for voluntary retirement with three-fourths 
pay after 25 years’ service. 

5. Extension of disability retirement (now 
available to commissioned officers) to include 
all enlisted men of the Regular Service. 

6. Six months’ pay for enlisted men who 


may be separated from the service because 
of disability incident to service or discharged 
at expiration of enlistment as unfit for reen- 
listment because of disability incident to ser- 
vice to be paid in lump sum on date of dig- 
charge. 

7. Equalization of amounts payable in 
pensions to all widows, orphans, and depen- 
dent parents. 

8. Elimination of reductions in pensiong 
for service-incurred disability while pension- 
ers are being furnished hospital domiciliary 
care, or while in the employ of the U. §, 
Government. 

9 Absolute equality in pensions payable 
for service-incurred disability so that all per- 
sons suffering from equal disability shall be 
paid equal pensions. 

10. Extension of service pensions for In- 
dian War Veterans to include all veterans 
who served on the Indian Frontier for ex- 
tended periods between Jan. 1, 1817, and Dee, 
31, 1898. 





Harbor Defense Secrecy 


Regulations governing the taking of 
photographs and the admission of visi- 
tors at harbor defenses have been changed 
and are now being distributed to the ser- 
vice as alterations to AR 90-40 and AR 
90-50 as follows: 

1. AR 90-40.—Paragraph 10 is changed to 
read— 

10. Photographs of works of defense.—No 
photographs of permanent works of defense 
or materiel will be taken except as authorized 
by the harbor defense commander, or other 
commanding officer responsible for the works, 
for official use. The giving of information 
or the publication of pictorials or printed des- 
criptions of such works, not contained in pub- 
lic printed reports and documents, is pro- 
hibited when, in the opinion of the harbor 
defense commander, or other commanding 
officer responsible for the works, such views 
or descriptions would disclose the location of 
any elements of the defense or furnish in- 
formation about features of the works which 
should be considered secret or confidential. 
See sec. I, act June 15, 1917 (40 Stat. 217; 
U. S. C. 50:31; sec. 2181, M.L., 1929). 

2. AR 90-50.—Paragraph 14 is changed to 
read— 

14. Visits to harbor defenses.—Foreign na- 
tionals are permitted to visit posts at which 
are located elements of the harbor defenses 
only upon presentation of authority for such 
visits from the War Department. Command- 
ing officers are charged with the responsl- 
bility of preventing as far as practicable 
visitors from obtaining information relative 
to harbor defenses which might be communi- 
cated to a foreign power and to this end 
should prescribe and enforce proper regula- 
tions governing visitors to their posts.

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Football at the Army and Navy Academies

“Right Wing” 

Army came through a hard fought foot- 
ball game on the losing end of the score 
against a vastly improved and somewhat 
underrated Colgate outfit that seized upon 
the second half of the game to hit its 
customary November stride. The soldiers 
definitely lost their morale in the second 
half and presented it to Andy Kerr, the 
Chenango Valley coach, who will doubt- 
less make good use of it for the rest of 
his season. The real turn of the psycho- 
logical tide probably came with the 
Army’s loss of the second touchdown 
opening. With those points scored it is 
quite possible that Army might have 
stepped along to victory. I slipped into 
my last week’s notes a little hint of the 
possibility of this defeat, but did not en- 
large upon it for obvious reasons. The 
team, which had a specially prepared 
offense for this encounter, made it go with 
a bang for nearly all of the first half. I 
think probably coaches and players alike 
will agree that it went a little too well. 
Gallant efforts at rescue were made, 
notably by inserting a punch in the attack 
with the hard running Craig, a punch to 
warm the heart of the old timer, but there 
was not quite enough cooperation to carry 
through. 

Again Army’s defense against the pass 
turned out to be vulnerable, especially 
on the right side and toward the close 
down that same troublesome middle alley. 
Colgate, especially with the help of its 
fine back, Jaeger, who was uncanny in his 
diagnosis on defense; with other good 
backs, and a fine end in Wemple, showed 
versatility not alone in its second half 
attack, but in rearranging its defense 
under fire. In the first half the Army 
passing attack that necessitates a leaping 
catch, and when right is practically un- 
stoppable, especially with the gaudily 
good end, Kobes, in reception, finally 
petered out, as such a daring form of the 
pass sometimes does under pressure but 
while it was clicking it was a sheer de- 
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light. Army’s line in the first half while 
it was in high gear gave another fine 
exhibition, but when it dropped back on 
its heels was just another line. There is 
probably nothing incurable here. It will 
now just be up to the team to carry 
through sixty minutes of the kind of foot- 
ball of which it is capable. I would sug- 
gest that the cadets snap out of their hud- 
dle a bit quicker or somebody will begin 
to clock them. There could be some criti- 
cism of the quarterbacking, but hardly, I 
think, on the lost second touchdown 
chance. There was really but one play 
possible, an advertised pass on fourth 
down, which is close to an impossibility. 
Meyer was badly crowded on some of his 
passes and so was Craig, and there was a 
bad tendency to let them go wild, when it 
might have played less to interception to 
have taken the loss and gone back to 
kicking. Army “rides” this week and can 
stand a lot of “laboratory” work on pass 
defense, especially against the deep passes 
to which Notre Dame (two weeks away) 
will undoubtedly resort. There is present 
as yet no Grohs and no Grove of last 
year’s superb pass defense, although Kas- 
per is getting better all the time and may 
fill the bill. His sure handling of kicks 
was a bright spot against Colgate. Army 
followers do not want to see deep Notre 
Dame passes going down the field with 
three receivers standing waiting on the 
goal line. 

Navy tackles the South Bend terrors 
first (as this issue appears) and so had 
the same problem—first stopping Notre 
Dame's running game, which appeared 
possible, and then cleaning up the deep 
passes. It is possible, of course, but un- 
likely, that Layden will reverse the pro- 
cedure, but in the past Notre Dame fol- 
lowers have always insisted on seeing the 
running attack go on, whether it carries 
through or not.

General Commandant this week to a num- 
ber of changes in the Marine Corps uni- 


form recommended by the Uniform 
Board. 

Officers of the Corps will welcome a 
change in Uniform Regulations under 


which they will no longer have to try 
to match exactly the standard color of 
leather prescribed for belts, boots, shoes 
and puttees. In view of the impractability 
of matching exactly the leather of their 
accoutrement, hereafter they may pur- 
chase and wear leather articles of a 
commercial dark russet, dark brown 
mahogany or cordovan color. 


The Board found that no authority 
existed for the present method of wear- 
ing the fourragere with plain strands on 
the outer side of the arm, and ordered 
that officers of regiments cited by the 
French Government and thus entitled 
to wear the fourragere remove the 
strands, The fourragere issued by the 
Quartermaster’s Department and as worn 
by enlisted men—with a change in the 
color of the metal pencil attachment— 
conforms to proper specifications, it was 
said. 


Other changes, as announced in Cir- 
cular Letter No. 200, now being promul- 
gated, established white trousers for the 
white mess jacket ; prohibit cuffs on uni- 
form trousers; permit hip pockets in 
some officers’ uniforms; prescribe that 
miniature medals be worn with the white 
mess jacket; and give quartermaster 
clerks the same departmental insignia 
as chief quartermaster clerks. 


The changes will become effective, it 
was provided, when it is necessary for 
officers to replace that particular item 
of uniform or equipment. As the result 
of numerous changes in the Uniform 
Regulations made over the past few 
years, a new edition will be published, 
rather than simply issuing a revision. 
This is now being written at Headquar- 
ters. 

Adoption of a new blue dress uniform 
by the Army and a number of recent 
changes in the Navy uniform resulted in 
some lack of uniformity in the uniforms 
worn when the three services are to- 
gether. For example, the Navy now wears 
medals instead of ribbons on the dress 
blue while Marine Corps regulations still 
require ribbons. The Army change may 
make other alterations desirable. 


A strict compliance with regulations on 
occasions when Marines serve with the 
Army and Navy, would result in many 
eases, in the wearing of an entirely in- 
appropriate uniform it is said. A com- 
mittee has been appointed by the presi- 
dent of the Uniform Board, Brig. Gen. 
R. P. Williams, to study the matter. Mem- 
bers are: Col. Seth Williams, AQM, Lt. 
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posal now being studied. It has been sug- 
gested that the present number of chev- 
rons provided for enlisted men be re- 
duced to six—one chevron for each grade 
—instead of having differing chevrons for 
the various branches. Also being con- 
sidered are: A proposal for using yellow 
cloth instead of yellow silk in dress chev- 
rons; provision for breast cords for 
Marine enlisted men at the White House, 
similiar to those worn by the Army; the 
best method for the wearing of aiguill- 
etts on white mess jackets, considerable 
difficulty being found by aides in fasten- 
ing them. 

The proposal for a new blue mess jacket 
with an open face is no longer under con- 
sideration, it is said, conclusion having 
been reached to retain the present one. 

The text of Circular setter No. 200, 
follows: 

1. The following recommendations of the 
Uniform Board are approved and published 
for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned. Appropriate changes will be included 
in the revision now being made of the Unil- 
form Regulations. 

2. In view of the practical impossibility of 
officers purchasing commercially manufac- 
tured belts, boots, shoes and puttees which 
exactly match the standard color of leather 
prescribed for these items, officers will be 
permitted to purchase and wear belts, boots, 
shoes, and puttees of a commercial dark rus- 
set, dark brown mahogany, or cordovan color. 

3. The lower welt and binding of service 
caps for officers, both summer and winter, 
irrespective of whether the cover be fixed or 
removable, shall be of leather or imitation 
leather, of a dark brown mahogany shade. 

4. The footnotes on pages 127 and 128, Uui- 
form Regulations, prescribing the use of 
khaki blanco and white blanco on cap cov- 
ers, will be deleted. 

5. Cuffs on uniform trousers of officers are 
prohibited. 

6. Hip pockets are permitted in uniform 
trousers for officers, with the exception of 
trousers, dress, evening, and trousers, mess, 
white. 

7. Trousers, mess, white, cut on pattern 
similar to trousers, dress, evening, are pre- 
scribed for wear with the white mess jacket. 

8. A turn-down collar and black bow tie 
will be worn with the white mess jacket. 

9. Miniature medals will be worn with the 
white mess jacket, and be placed on the left 
lapel. If necessary, the holding bar may ex- 
tend beyond the left edge of the lapel and 
be attached to the body of the jacket. 

10. The fourragere to be worn by officers 
and enlisted men of the Marine Corps will 
conform to the specifications issued by the 
French Government, with the exception of the 
substitution of a loop for attaching to coat 
instead of the cloth lip and buttonhole. The 
fourragere now being issued by the Quarter- 
master’s Department conforms to the specifi- 
cations mentioned, except that the loop is 
utilized and the pencil attachment is now 
polished brass, whereas it should be blued 
metal, The wearing of fourrageres with plain 
strands on the left side of the arm will be 
discontinued. 

11. Quartermaster clerks will wear the same 
departmental insignia as that worn by chief 
quartermaster clerks, Le. “a gold sword 
crossed with a gold key, surmounted by a 
gold wheel * * * .” and paragraph 468 of 
Uniform Regulations will be deleted. 

12. The requirement that coats for enlisted 
men extend 24% inches below the crotch was 
based on an average man five feet nine inches 
tall, weighing 180 pounds. This requirement 
should be proportionately decreased in coats 
for shorter men. 

18. Unless otherwise’ specified, changes 
made in specifications of officers uniforms and 
equipment will become effective when it is 
necessary for officers to replace that particular 
item of uniform or equipment.

Sales by Supply Departments, Commissary

At the end of each month the tax due on 
sales of gasoline during the month will be 
computed, a memorandum inspection call 
prepared from which the value of the tax 
will be taken up as a receipt in the “Naval 
Supply Account” and posted to the gasoline 
stock record in order that the gasoline sold 
may be expended at gross sales value inclu- 
sive of the tax. The tax collected by a sup- 
ply department, commissary store or ship 
store, ashore, as a part of the sales value 
will be taken up as a receipt from “cash 
sales” by the proper disbursing officer for 
deposit to the credit of the “Naval Supply 
Account) Fund.” 

Upon receipt of a bill from the appropriate 
taxing authority of the State, Territory, or 


District, a public voucher will be prepared 
under the “Naval Supply Account Fund” 
and will be transmitted, with the original 


bill and a copy of the statement, to the dis- 
bursing officer who will make payments in 
the same manner as other public vouchers 
are paid. The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts will abstract these vouchers to the 
accountable activity for the purpose of 
finally reconciling the payment with inspec- 
tion call from which the value of the tax 
was taken up. 
Sales by Post Quartermasters 

Sales made by post quarter masters will 
be handled in the same manner as other 
sales. The tax collected will be deposited 
under the “Naval Working Fund” and upon 
receipt of bill from the appropriate taxing 
authorities, payment of tax will be made as 
provided in these instructions as a charge 
to the “Naval Working Fund.” 

Sales by Other Activities 

The statement required to be submitted to 
the State or other taxing authorities by para 
graph (b), Section 10 of the act of June 16, 
1936, will be prepared by the officer immedi 
ately in charge of the ship service store, post 
exchange, or other similar agency and will 
be forwarded to the commanding officer for 
signature and transmittal direct to the 
proper taxing authority. Upon receipt of a 
bill from the proper taxing authority pay 
ment of the tax will be made in the same 
manner as other bills are paid by the activ 
ity and will cover the full amount of taxes 
due on account of sales made during the 
period covered by the statement.

authority of that section. The Hsibility 
of the commanding officer of the naval actiy- 
ity concerned for compliance with the re- 
quirements of said section will be discharged 
in accordance herewith, and not wpon nor 
subject to the authority of a taxing juris 
diction empowered to levy taxes under the 
provisions of that section. 

Gasoline and other motor vehicle fuels pro- 
cured by any agency or instrumentality re 
ferred to herein may be sold by it to author- 
ized persons subject to taxes levied by a tax- 
ing jurisdiction under the authority of said 
section 10 of the act of June 16, 1936, with 
out the giving of a bond or obtaining from 
such jurisdiction a license therefor, and with 
out subjecting such agency or instrumen- 
tality to supervision of its activities or in- 
spection of premises or records by the rep- 
resentatives of any such jurisdiction. 

The words “State or Territory” 
used in Section 10 embraces also political 
subdivisions thereof, i.e., counties districts 
and municipalities, functioning pursuant to 
legislative authority from the State or Terri- 
tory. 

Taxes may be levied by a State, Territory 
or the District of Columbia tipon sales of 
gasoline and other motor vehicle fuels, under 
the authority of said Section 10 of the Act 
of June 16, 1936, only if the tax is levied 
by the taxing jurisdiction wpon sales and 
when such sale is made by or througch one 
of the agencies designated in said Section 10 
and located as specified therein, and when 
such fuels so sold are not for the exclusive 
use of the United States. Under an opinion 
of the Attorney General of the United States, 
the question as to whether the lawsj a 
State, Territory or District impose ax 
upon sales is a matter for determination by 
the taxing authorities of the State, Territory 
or District concerned. 

The phrase “for the exclusive use of the 
United States” where used in Section 10 was 
intended to have reference to gasoline and 
other motor vehicle fuels sold to, or for the 
account of, United States or any agency or 
instrumentality thereof, and it was intended 
that no other sales should be exempted from 
the levies authorized by said section. Fuels 
issued for use by any of the naval activi 
ties referred to herein in the performance of 
their appropriate functions are “for the ex- 
clusive use of the United States” and as such 
are not subject to taxation by a State, Terri- 
tory or District. 

In any case where the appropriate authori- 
ties of a taxing jurisdiction admit that taxes 
levied by such jurisdiction are not within 
the purview of said Section 10, or decide not 
to levy such tax, the impounding of collee- 
tions, as for such taxes, will be discontinued 
and such fact will immediately be reported to 
the Secretary of the Navy.

Taxes collected prior to October 1 will be 
paid in the manner provided herein to the 
appropriate State, Territory or District 
authorities in those cases where it is de 
termined that the laws of the jurisdiction 
apply and request for payment has been 
made by such authorities.

The cutter George W. Campbell which 
has been on a shakedown cruise in Euro- 
pean waters has been ordered to return 
to its permanent station at New York 
Navy Yard. 

The cutter Itasca has left Honolulu for 
its new station at San Francisco. 

The new cutter Samuel D. Ingham left 
Philadelphia yesterday bound for the 
West Coast. 

Because of the far reaching effects of 
the maritime strike in the United States, 
the cutter Talapoosa is carrying the mail 
between various Alaskan ports. 


Receive Commissions 
The 48 officers of the Coast Guard 
whose names were recently recommended 
for promotion by the Promotion Board 
and approved the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury have been sent their commissions 
and are listed in the orders for this week. 


Public Works Projects 

As of June 30, 1936, $28,894,925, of Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Appropriation 
Act of 1933-1937 funds and allotments 
from the Federal Emergency Administra- 
tor of Public Works had been allotted 
to the Coast Guard for 116 Federal Proj- 
ects. These projects comprised new ship 
construction, ship repairs and small boat 
construction, air craft construction, air 
craft repairs, and new air stations; shore 


stations (new construction), and shore 
stations (rebuilding and repairing), and 
telephone and cable lines. 

The number of workers increased stead- 
ily from the time the program was be- 
gun, and reached a peak of 4,657 men in 
August, 1934. Of the 116 projects, 96 now 
have been completed, 9 projects were sus- 
pended or cancelled, and 11 projects are 
still under contract in various stages of 
completion. The remaining projects will 
be pushed to completion during the fiscal 
year 1937. 

Treasury Department Pistol Machines 

In connection with the training of ap- 
proximately 6,000 civilian Treasury De- 
partment emyloyees the Coast Guard has 
been conducting a series of Inter-Bureau 
pistol matches. As a result of these 
matches 16 teams representing Atlanta, 
Baltimore, Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Denver, Kansas City, Louisville, New Or- 
leans, New York, Philadelphia, Puerto 
Rico, St. Paul, San Francisco, Seattle and 
Washington, D. C., have been victorious 
in the preliminary matches and will pro- 
ceed to Washington in December to com- 
pete in the championship matches at 
Camp Sims, Md. 

Oliver M. Maxam Memorial 

Capt. L. C. Covell, USCG, has been 
named chairman of a committee to erect 
a proposed memorial to the memory of 
the late Oliver M. Maxam who served 
more than 52 years in the Life-Saving 
Service and Coast Guard. The committee

ALL SUPPORTERS OF NATIONAL DEFENSE have reason to be satisfied with 
the results of the election. In the hands of President Roosevelt it is safe. Beyond this 
fact is the knowledge that the Republican candidate specifically endorsed the policy 
of the President in this important matter. Thus more than forty million voters ex- 
pressed their approval of the strengthening of the Army and its components and the 
Navy and Marine Corps and their components. They have said that in a menaced 
world they want America kept at peace, and because they are practical they have held 
that the way to assure this condition is through proper preparedness. Thus Mr. 
Roosevelt continues to have the power so to mould our defense armament that it will 
be made more efficient and consequently more effective. The Army stands in need of 
additional officers, expansion of the motorization and mechanization programs, and 
the Navy and Marine Corps must be provided with additional personnel, commissioned 
and enlisted, modern battleships, and adequate train, the strength that comes from 
an adequate Merchant Marine, and enlargement of our air forces both for our land 
and sea forces. Outstanding as these needs are, however, they by no means should be 
placed above those which are essential for morale—pay revision, restoration of the 
reenlistment allowances, and, minor though it may seem, allowances for private auto- 
mobiles to meet the expense of their use for official business. One thing more espe- 
clally is required by the Navy and the Marine Corps—elimination of injustice from 
its promotion system. President Roosevelt knows that material is requisite for de- 
fense, but he knows also that material is valueless unless efficiently served. It is the old 
story of the man behind the gun. Again the President stands out as a devoted cham- 
pion of higher wages, of wages which will accord with the character of the service 
rendered. In submitting to him the suggestion that he look into this matter of pay 
and allowances, in calling his attention to the recommendations for revision made by 
the late Secretary of War, Mr. Dern, and the Secretary of the Navy, we do so in the 
confident expectation he will not fail to realize that efficiency will be increased by 
lightening the financial burdens of officers and men and granting them remuneration 
in closer relationship to the responsibilities they bear. In respect of the promotion 
situation of the Navy and the Marine Corps, a subject very near the President’s heart, 
the General Board of the Navy has made a number of important recommendations 
which in a short time will be presented to him for his decision. We had hoped for the 
publication of the report before now so that the Commander-in-Chief might be in- 
formed of the general view of the oflicers affected. We are told the delay in publica- 
tion is due to differences which have arisen within the Department itself. Possibly 
this may be true. But in the interest of a satisfied Service we urgently appeal for an 
early press release of the report. Surely the men in the Fleet whose careers are at 
stake, have the right to know what the Department proposes to do to them. And the 
President has the right to know the views they hold. 


ANOTHER ANNIVERSARY ON NEXT WEDNESDAY will recall to the country 
the fine achievements of the United States Marine Corps. There is no American who 
does not know of them. There is no American who fails to get a thrill out of the 
slogan, which is fact, that “the Marines have landed and have the situation well in 
hand.” We dare to say from our intimate knowledge of the personnel that the Corps 
today is splendidly fitted to uphold the high traditions based upon the gallantry of its 
predecessors. Community of interest ties it in with the Navy in a manner that assures 
discharge of any mission entrusted to our Fleet and ships, and any mission confided 
to it for independent discharge. There are many things the Corps needs to promote 
its strength and morale. The personnel both commissioned and enlisted, ought to be 
maintained at the twenty percent ratio with the Navy, which has been fixed as neces- 
sary for efficient service; in common with the Navy and the Army there should be 
an upward revision of pay; and the gross injustices of the present promotion system 
should be eradicated, The Corps has suffered in silence from acts of commission and 
omission, but in spite of them it has maintained the high standards which have dis- 
tinguished it from the time of its creation in 1775. All hail to this great organization 
of Soldiers of the Sea! 


THE BUREAU OF THE BUDGET and the committees of Congress should give 
close heed to the requests of the Field Artillery for continuation of its program of 
modernization. Since the World War this vital Arm of National Defense has “kept 
‘em rollin’” faster and faster by utilization of the advances and economy of the 
automotive industry. But the development has meant more than the foresight to 
take advantage of the progress in the industry; it has meant planning, experimenta- 
tion and much hard work on its own part to create carriages capable of withstanding 
the grind of high-speed towing over varied terrain and to give to the famed French 
75 tube and recouperator a traverse and elevation worthy of its fire power. The 
success that has attended this project is known throughout the Army. Congress has 
recognized its value through appropriations which permitted the modernization of 
fourteen batteries in the fiscal year 1936 and seven more this year. More remains to 
complete the program which will give-the field guns a strategic mobility, range and 
coverage of enemy front far ahead of World War materiel and up to the best known. 
In the National Guard Field Artillery mobility has been gained, training advantages 
increased, and great economy effected through the conversion of their carriages for 
high speed towing. It is hoped in time Congress will provide the additional funds 
necessary to modernize their carriages for increased traverse and elevation. In the 
meantime, horse drawn and pack artillery has not been neglected. Its particular 
missions and power are well recognized and its efficiency increased to take the fullest 
advantages of them. With the fate of its materiel modernization program in the 
hands of fiscal authorities, the Field Artillery is devoting its best efforts to perfecting 
anti-tunk defense and liaison with the Infantry. The proving ground for its year- 
uround training is the annual field maneuvers, particularly the Army Exercises 
now virtually assured of being an annual event. To these the Feld Artillery is con- 
tributing its best in training and development for the benefit of the whole Army.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Duty in Washington—It has been noticed in recent months that there has been 
a steady diminution in the number of officers returning to Washington for duty 
in the War Department after a tour in the field. More and more the officers re- 
porting for duty in the offices of the chiefs of the Arms and Services and for 
duty on the War Department General Staff are those who never before have had 
duty in the Nation’s capitol. Of necessity, this infusion of new blood has resulted 
in a reduction in the number of “repeaters.” In the past there has been more or 
less of a tendency to bring back to Washington some of those officers who have 
had previous service there because of their familiarization with the desks to 
which they will be assigned. However, it seems apparent that more and more 
officers are to be given the experience gained by Washington duty. 











Appointments to Follow Election—Establishment of the present administration for 
another four years brings up in service minds the question of a number of appoint- 
ments held in abeyance pending Tuesday’s action. Foremost, of course, is the ques- 
tion of the Secretaries of the two Departments. Rumor is current that Secretary of 
the Navy Swanson, in spite of his recuperation from illness, does not desire to re- 
main an active cabinet member. His years of devotion to the Navy have won him 
the right to withdraw, and it is generally felt that he will retire from the cabinet. 
In the case of Secretary of War Woodring the question arises as to whether or not 
the President will make permanent the temporary appointment extended to him 
following the death of Secretary Dern. In both Departments there are assistant 
secretaries to be appointed, in the Navy to fill the vacancy created by the death 
of Col. H. L. Roosevelt, and in the War Department the vacancy made by the pro- 
motion of Secretary Woodring. The additional assistant secretaries for air un- 
doubtedly will not be appointed, since there has been none for four years and no 
appropriations for thei. 

Gossipers fill the air with names for a successor to Secretary Woodring. Former 
Brig. Gen, Hugh Johnson, a West Pointer but whose action could hardly ‘be fore- 
cast; Mayor LaGuardia of New York, who was born in the service and quite familiar 
with its needs through his experience in Congress where he sometimes supported 
and sometimes opposed the War Department’s projects; former Governor McNutt, 
and many others are mentioned. However, in the service there is a decided and 
strong opinion that the President will retain Mr. Woodring. Mr. Woodring has been 
an ardent worker for the needs of defense, both from a military and from an in- 
dustrial standpoint, and his retention would be greeted with acclaim by the Army. 

The Coast Guard is expected to retain Secretary Morganthau as its chief, al- 
though there has been talk, too, of his retirement. 

Also of particular interest to the service is the vacancy for Comptroller General. 
Interior Secretary Ickes has been mentioned frequently, but it is believed he does 


not wish te take the post. 


Major General Commandant—With the reelection of President Roosevelt for a_sec- 
ond term it is felt in Marine Corps circles that the announcement of the new Com- 
mandant to replace Maj. Gen. John H. Russell, who retires Dec. 1, 1936, upon 
attaining the statuatory retirement age of 64, will be made shortly. 

Gossip continues to center around three major generals and a brigadier general, 
although all officers of the Marine Corps with rank of colonel or above are eligible 
for the appointment. Brig. Gen, Hugh Matthews, Quartermaster of the Marine Corps,

still is being urged for the post by friends, particularly in the field. They feel that 
his splendid service record and his knowledge of the inner-workings of the Marine 
Corps justify his appointment. 

The names of the three major generals of the Corps, Maj. Gen. James @. 
Breckinridge, Maj. Gen. Charles H. Lyman and Maj. Gen. Louis McCarty Little are 
also heard in the discussions. General Breckinridge, senior of the general ofticers, 
could serve the four year term before retiring as could General Little. General Mat- 
thews could serve all but four months of a four year term and General Lyman, oldest 
of the group mentioned for the position, will retire for age Oct. 1, 1939. 

Major General Russell, who became Commandant of the Marine Corps, March 1 
1934, is not expected to go on leave before he retires and will serve right up until the 
time his successor takes over. 


New Navy Register Issued—The July 1, 1936 Navy Register was received from 
the Public Printer this week. Containing new Signal Numbers for officers which 
will be effective Jan. 1, 1937, the edition contains a number of revisions over last 
year’s issue. Whereas in past editions only the promotion lists for the upper three 
grades of the Line were listed, all promotion lists are now given. In order that 
officers who have been selected and officers designed at extra numbers in grade may 
be more easily picked out, the designations “X” for extra numbers and “V” and 
“V-1” for officers on promotion lists are set in black face type. Presumably to avoid 
singling out lieutenants who have been passed over and have been designed as 
extra numbers, this practice is not followed as to lieutenants. Inasmuch as officers 
“picked up” by a subsequent selection board will appear as senior to officers selected 
by the previous board while still on the promotion list, the designations mentioned 
above—“V” and “V-1"—are used to identify the boards by which selected. Similarly 
in the Marine Corps, the designations “K1” and “K2” are used. Two changes are 
noted in the listing of retired personnel. The alphabetical designation for the laws 
governing retirement has been revised. Also a different form has been used as to 
retired general officers of the Marine Corps. Heretofore, retired staff department 
general officers were listed separately. In the present edition they are included 
with the Line generals. The price of the Register, heretofore set at $1.00 has been 
increased to $1.25. The price of the Navy Directory, the next edition of which 
will be available next February, as of, Jan. 1, 1937, has been set at $.35 instead of 
$.25. It, like the Register, will be set up in regular type form, instead of the mimeo- 
graph form used in some previous Directories. 


European Squadron Personnel Views Bombardments—Personal letters, currently 
being received by officers in the fleet from naval personnel serving in Squadron 20 
Temporary, in Spanish waters, indicate that while maritime conditions in the vicinity 
of Gibraltar, Valencia, and Malaga have quieted down since the outbreaks of August 
and early September, there are intermittent bombardments both from the air and 
from the sea which our naval officers and men in the Raleigh, Kane, and Hatfield 
have witnessed from ringside seats. 

In the last days of September, the personnel of the Squadron at anchor in 
Gibraltar, were eye witnesses of an attack by a Spanish gunboat on the Spanish town 
of La Linea. None of the shots were hits, being short by more than 1,000 yards. In 
the early part of October, a Spanish destroyer was sunk by a bomb dropped from a 
“rebel” plane. These actualities of warfare are the first ever seen by the personnel 
of the squadron, with the exception of Rear Admiral Arthur P. Fairfield and Captain 
Edward J. Foy, commanding the Raleigh, both of whom served overseas in the world 
war. 

It is understood to be the policy of Admiral Fairfield to establish operating 
regulations that shall protect the ships of the squadron and their personnel from any 
injury that might result from either party in the civil war, mistaking the nationality of 
the American squadron, subject to the execution of the mission to evacuate American 
citizens whose lives may be in danger. In this connection, Gibraltar is thought to 
provide the maximum in security for our ships so long as they are required to be 
within reasonable access to the seaports of Spain. 

As soon as some measure of stability has been restored in Spain, it is expected 
that some of the ships of the squadron may be based at one of the ports in southern 
France, possibly, Villefranche. Meanwhile, no prediction has been made as to the 
probable date when the squadron will be returned to rejoin their force commanders 
in American waters. 


Test Defense of Pacifie Islands—On October 26, aircraft and surface vessels of 
the aircraft squadrons of the Base Force, U. S. Fleet, under the command of Rear 
Adm. Ernest J. King, departed from Honolulu on a maneuver that has been worked 
out to test the naval defense value of scattered islands in the mid-Pacific. These 
islands, which are unnamed in the maneuver, lie south and west of Hawaii and their 
inclusion in the present maneuver, extends naval air concern in the Pacific which 
last year covered the area over the north Pacific, between Hawaii, Midway, and the 
Aleutian chain. 

It is understood that the present operation will engage the use of four air 
squadrons, four naval aircraft tenders, and Admiral King’s flagship the USS Wright. 
They are expected to be concentrated at French Frigate Shoals, 575 miles west of 
Honolulu. 

Admiral King is reported as saying that the current operation would not be 
extended to the westward of Midway Island, nor south of the equator. Speculation 
concerning the other islands in the Pacific that may be of strategic value in time of 
war, made mention of Baker, Jarvis, and Howland Islands. These have been made 
the subject of recent surveys for possible commercial air landing fields by the De 
partment of Commerce in connection with future extensions of trans-Pacific oceanic 
air routes. 


Commissary Doubles Business—The first and only Navy Commissary store. within 
the continental limits of the United States, to be operated on the “self service” SYS 
tem, is now in successful operation at the Headquarters of the 11th Naval District at 
San Diego, Calif. The new store has been designed by Lt. Comdr. Robert T. Thompson, 
Supply Corps, USN, who is currently in charge of its supervision. 

When Lieutenant Commander Thompson reported for duty as commissary officer 
in San Diego about a year ago, he found the store being conducted on the practice 
of having the enlisted men storekeepers serve the customers in the old orthodox Way. 
This resulted in long lines of customers, waiting to ‘be served, delays in getting out 
the orders, and no little confusion and crowding at the counters. These conditions had 
gradually grown up as the volume of business done by the store, increased with the 
increase in the number of enlisted men’s families and the families of officers, attache 
to the larger number of ships based on San Diego. ; 

Unless radically improved methods resulting in quicker service could be devised, 
navy families would be forced to obtain their supplies elsewhere. Either that, oF a 
much larger store and a greater number of enlisted men to care for the growing 
volume of business. 

Forthwith Lieutenant Commander Thompson made an extensive study of the 
methods and equipment of chain groceries that were in successful operation under 
the self service system. These had to be modified for naval commissary practices, n 
order to provide a system of accounting that would put all purchases at the com 
missary on a charge basis, instead of on the cash system of the chain stores. 
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The efficiency of the self service system at San Diego, according to Lieutenant 
Commander Thompson, may be measured by the fact that, since its inception, the 
yolume of business transacted has been doubled, with no increase of store personnel 
nor increase of store space. 

Prior to the introduction of self service, it was necessary for commissary cus- 
tomers to make two trips to the store in order to make one purchase. This condition 
had been caused by a 50% in capacity on the part of the store to handle the number 
of customers. To solve this problem in part it was necessary for the customer to 
line up at the store and get a “number,” and to return the following day, to obtain 
his order of groceries. 


Missouri Selects Service Governor—Members of the Naval Academy class of 1908 
watching the election returns throughout the country this week found that one of 
their classmates had been elected Governor of the State of Missouri. 

Maj. Lloyd C. Stark, Democratic candidate for Governor in the Ozark State 
elected to office by overwhelming majority, served as a passed midshipman and ensign 
for more than three years after his graduation, it was pointed out. While in the 
Service, Major Stark was noted as a rifle shot, being a member of the Navy Rifle Team 
which won second place in the National Team Match at Camp Perry Ohio, in 1908 
He resigned in 1911 to take over his father’s business interests. At the outbreak of the 
World War, he accepted an appointment as captain of Field Artillery in the Officers 
Reserve Corps of the Army and served overseas, being discharged as a major in 1919. 


Affairs of Army Chaplains—In localities or in individual cases, where it is im- 
practicable to secure the services of either volunteer or contract clergymen, camp 
commanders or other proper administrative officers of the CCC, under the provisions 
of par. 140 g, published in Changes No. 53, dated Oct. 20, 1936, to War Department 
Regulations, Relief of Unemployment, CCC, are authorized to employ individual 
clergymen to provide religious services upon all appropriate occasions, at not to 
exceed $7.00 for each service, the Circular Letter No. 168, Chief of Chaplains, an- 
nounces. When clergymen are employed under this authority they are entitled to 
the same travel allowances as authorized for volunteer clergymen under par 140 e. 

When the national flag is displayed in a chapel, in front of the chancel, it will be 
on the congregation’s right as they face the chaplain, the letter further states. If 
displayed within the chancel, it will be on the chaplain’s right as he faces the congre- 
gation. Other flags similarly displayed will be opposite the national flag. 

The Office of the Chief of Chaplains is preparing a treatise on “The Duties and 
Experiences of an Army Chaplain in Time of War.” Chaplains who saw service during 
the World War are requested to aid in preparing this treatise. 

Chaplains are asked to include answers to the following questions: a. Based on 
your experience of oversea service in the World War, what particular training would 
you suggest and recommend for chaplains? b. What have you to say that would be 
of help to inexperienced chaplains called to serve as follows: Training Centers, Re- 
placement Camps, Embarkation Areas, Hospitals, Battle Fronts, Army of Occu- 
pation? 


Study Floating Dry Docks—The Bureau of Yards and Docks is expected to give 
the most careful study to the bids that have been submitted by Pacific coast con- 
tractors for the construction of the proposed new floating drydock that has been 
designed for the use of the fleet and which, when completed, is to be towed to Pearl 
Harbor. 

The construction of the dock, which is regarded by some experts as of an 
experimental design, will cost in the neighborhood of $15,000,000, and will require 
more than two years to complete. So huge is the structure of the dock that building 
ways for its construction cannot be utilized economically and accordingly it will be 
necessary to first dig an enormous dry dock in which the floating dock can be built. 
A drydock of the requisite size can be constructed only on sites accessible to supply 
facilities and on shore lines where there is sufficient depth of water to permit floating 
of the completed structure. 

Rear Adm. Norman M. Smith, chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, visited 
the Pacific coast in September for the purpose of making a personal inspection of all 
the sites that may be selected by prospective bidders. The site factor is regarded by 
the Bureau as of first importance, because of the requirement in the specifications, 
that the building dock be maintained for two years after the floating dock has been 
launched. 

It is known that bidders have figured on sites on Terminal Island, lying between 
Long Beach and Los Angeles harbor and on the shore line of Alameda on San 
Francisco Bay. At the latter location, it is understood that the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation has taken an option on a suitable site and here construction will be 
undertaken, in the event that Bethlehem is awarded the contract. 

The Navy Yard at Mare Island is thought to be in the running for award of the 
contract for the floating dock. The design and estimating force at the yard is said 
to have been augmented in recent months by engineers and draughtsmen and work 
has gone forward to submit a yard bid, should the bids from outside commercial com- 
panies prove to be unacceptable. 

In this connection, it is known that some at least of the prospective bidders on 
the Pacific coast, have cooled off considerably from their former enthusiasm to be 
awarded the contract. They are leaning toward a solution of their troubles by being 
insured by the government against loss. 





Fleet Attendance at Chureh—Much favorable comment is being expressed by 
observers, especially at Pacific coast ports, on the relatively large number of enlisted 
men of the Navy who are seen attending divine worship on Sundays in churches of all 
denominations. The same trend is being reported on board the ships of the fleet 
where the attendance of members of the crews at the Sunday services, conducted 
by the ships’ chaplains, is currently holding up to the highest standards ever seen 
in the Navy. 

In the churches of all denominations on shore at Long Beach, San Diego, San 
Pedro, Mare Island, and Bremerton, enlisted men of the Navy are conspicuous as to 
humbers, at the Sunday services when the fleet is in port. The same is true of the 
divine services conducted by naval chaplains, at the Naval Training Station, San 
Diego, the Marine Base at the same port, and the navy yards at Mare Island and 
Bremerton, and the naval station on Yerba Buena Island. 

The religious trends being reported, are thought to be ascribed in part to the 
constantly improving quality of the young men who are being accepted for enlistment 
in the Navy, their home life being of a higher standard than heretofore, and to a 
Universal revival of adherence to some church, and a recognition of the need of 
Some kind of spiritual guidance. 

Meanwhile reports from the Asiatic Fleet at Shanghai have told of the divine 
Services, conducted each Sunday, at the Grand Theatre there, by Comdr. W. W. 
Wotherspoon, Chaplain Corps, USN, for the enlisted men of the fleet and the men of 
the Marine Corps, on duty in Shanghai. The theatre, having a seating capacity of 
1,800, is crowded to the doors every Sunday by the men of the Services, and including 
foreign residents of the city and Chinese. 

The number of commissioned officers in the chaplain corps of the Navy is in the 
ratio of one to every 1,250 enlisted men and officers. One chaplain is assigned to duty 
on board battleships and cruisers, so far as is practicable, and two to the training 
Stations. At the latter, there is always both a protestant and a catholic chaplain. 





Congress Committee Changes 

The overwhelming Democratic victory 
registered at the polls last Tuseday 
swept out of oftice nearly half of the 
minority members of the National De- 
fense committees of Congress, with the 
casualties including many of the rank- 
ing Republicans of the groups. 

Buried under the New Deal landslide 
were such veterans as Senator Robert 
D. Carey of Wyoming, the ranking minor- 
ity member of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, Representative Harry C., 
Ransley of Pa., and Representative 
George P. Darrow, of Pa., leaders of 
their party, on the House Military Affairs 
and Naval Affairs Committee respective- 
ly, Representative Chester C. Bolton, of 
Ohio, senor Republican on the House 
subcommittee on military appropriations 
and Representative Clarence J. McLeod, 
senior minority member of the House 
naval appropriations subcommittee. 

Every Democratic member of the eight 
Defense committees whose name was on 
the ballot was reelected. Senator Morris 
Sheppard of Texas, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, was returned 
by a huge majority. Representative Lis- 
ter Hill of Ala., slated to become chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, was elected without opposition, 
as was Representative Carl Vinson, of 
Ga., chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, and Senator James Byrnes, of 
S. C., and Representative Glover Cary 
of Ky., chairmen of the subcommittees 
on naval appropriations in their re- 
spective houses. Senator David I, Walsh 
of Mass., who succeeded the late Senator 
Park Trammell of Fla., as chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee in 
the latter part of the last Congress was 
not up for reelection. Neither was Sena- 
tor Royal S. Copeland of N. Y., chair- 
man of the subcommittee on War De- 
partment appropriations. Representative 
Tilman B. Parks, of Ark., who held a like 
post in the House, is voluntarily retiring 
from Congress. 

Only 17 of the 31 Republicans serving 
on the Army and Navy legislative and 
appropriations committee of the Senate 
und House will return next January, and 
of this number, eight Senators were not 
up for reelection. Every Republican 
Senator on the four National Defense 
Committees of the Upper House, who 
was running for reelection, in fact, went 
down to defeat. 

Former Representative W. Frank 
James, chairman of the House Military 
Committee before the Democrats cap- 
tured the House in 1930, was defeated 
by his Democratic opponent in Michigan. 
Another friend of National Defense, 
former Representative Randolph Coyle 
of Va. also was defeated. A former 
Democratic chairman of the military 
appropriations subcommittee in the 
Ilouse Ross Collins, recaptured his seat 
in Mississippi. 

The Senate Military Committee suf- 
fered the worst casualties of any of the 
Service committees, with its three rank- 
ing Republicans, Senators Carey, Lester 
J. Dickinson of Iowa, and W. Warren 
Barbour, of N. J., losing to Democratic 
opponents. Senators Warren R. Austin, 
It. and Gerald P. Nye, N. D., who were 


not up for election, are the sole minority 


survivors. 

The defeat of Senator Jesse H. Met- 
calf of R. 1., and the retirement of Sena- 
tor Henry W. Keyes of N. HL, leaves 
only Senators Frederick Hale, Me., James 
J. Davis, Pa., and Hiram W. Johnson, 
Calif.. on the minority side of the Senate 
Naval Committee, Senator Carey will be 
lost to the military appropriations sub- 
committee and Senator Keyes to the 
naval funds group. 

In the House Military Committee, Rep- 
resentative Walter G. Andrews, N. Y., re- 
turus as senior minority member, to- 
gether with Representative Donald H. 
Mclaan, N. Y.; Representative Charles 
A. Plumley, Vt., a Reserve Corps colonel 
and active friend of the Services; Repre- 
sentative Dewey Short, Mo.; and Repre- 
sentative Leslie C. Arends, Ill. But three 
Republican members of the IHlouse Naval 
Committee return, Representative Charles 
ID. Millard, N. Y., Representative Melvin 
J. Maas, Minn., and Representative 
Ralph E. Church, Il. On the Appropria- 





tions Committee, the defeat of Congress- 
men Bolton and McLeod leave Repre- 
sentative D. Lane Powers, N. J., and Rep- 
resentative J. William Ditter, Pa., as the 
sole minority survivors of the War and 
Navy subcommittees on appropriations, 
Another Republican loss in which the 
Services are interested was that of Rep- 
resentative Vito Marcantonio, of N. Y., 
fiery opponent of military and naval 
legislation. 

There will be two sure changes in the 
Defense committee chairmanships next 
January. Congressman Hill will succeed 
the late Representative John J. McSwain 
at the helm of the military committee, 
while a successor to Representative Parks 
at the head of the Army appropriations 
subcommittee will have to be named. The 
second ranking Democrat on the latter 
group, Representative Tom Blanton, was 
defeated for renomination, while the 
three other majority party members were 
returned. Representative Thomas F. Me- 
Millan, of 8. C., the senior of the group, 
has indicated that he prefers the chair- 
manship of the subcommittee on appro- 
priations for the State, Justice, Com- 
merce and Labor Departments, a post he 
now holds. Next in line is Representa- 
tive J. Buell Snyder of Pa., to whom the 
job will probably go. Representative John 
. Dockweiler, of Calif., is frequently 
mentioned and may be named if there 
is a realignment of subcommittee posts 
on the Appropriations committee. A like- 
ly addition to the group is Representa- 
tive Ross Collins, elected in his old dis- 
trict in Mississippi after an unsuccessful 
bid for the Senate in 1934, 

An interesting angle of the overturn 
of Republicans lies in the hands in which 
minority leadership is left. The National 
Defense committee always have con- 
tended that partisanship plays no part in 
their proceedings, and to a large extent 
this has been true. More important is 
us to whom would fall the leadership 
of the committees whenever the Republi- 
cans return to power. Senator Austin, 
who becomes the senior minority member 
of the Senate Military Committee, is a 
staunch supporter of adequate National 
Defense. Senator Nye, however, next in 
line, is anything but that. All three of 
the Republicans on the Senate Naval 
Committee, are favorable to National De- 
fense. 

In the Hlouse, Representative Powers 
of the Army appropriations subcom- 
mittee, has been a strong friend of the 
Services. Representative Ditter of the 
Navy funds subcommittee is also a well 
informed Defense backer. During the last 
session, he several times sharply criti- 
cized the operation of the Navy selection 
system. Representative Andrews, who be- 
comes senor Republican on the Military 
committee, has generally supported Army 
legislative measures, although he voted 
against providing funds for the construc- 
tion of battleships at the last session. On 
the naval committee, Representative Mil- 
lard becomes ranking minority member. 
Ile has a voting record favorable to Na- 
tional Defense, although not active on 
the committee. 

Second ranking to Representative Mil- 
lard will be Representative Maas who 
won a closely contested three-cornered 
race in the fourth district of Minnesota, 
A lieutenant colonel of Marine Corps Re- 
serves, in command of one of the Re- 
serve aviation squadrons, Congressman 
Maas has been an extremely active mem- 
ber of the Naval committee. While a 
strong protagonist of National Defense, 
Colonel Maas is not in high favor with 
some of the bureau chiefs of the Navy 
because of his opposition to Depart- 
mental policies on personnel and the Re- 
serve,

Change Army Res. Regulations 

Important changes in AR 140-5 involv- 
ing certificates of capacity, facilities for 
individual training on inactive duty 
status, and credits for training, have been 
approved by the War Department and 
will be incorporated when those regula- 
tions are reprinted. 

The changes are as follows: 

a. Paragraph 33c is changed as follows: 

33. Definition; use; record. 

c. A certificate of capacity for the grade of 
first lieutenant will be issued to each sec- 
ond lieutenant by the corps area commander 
having administrative jurisdiction upon com- 
pletion of one year of extended active duty 
under the provisions of the act of Congress 
approved August 30, 1935 (Sec. II, Bul. No. 
9, W.D., 1935) or with a tactical unit of the 
Air Corps with efficiency reports of at least 
“Satisfactory,” provided that the second 
lieutenant, Air Corps Reserve has graduated 
from the Air Corps Training Center within 
five years of issuance of certificate of capacity. 

b. Paragraph 64a is changed as follows: 

A. Facilities for individual training on in- 
active status.—a. In order that the Reserve 
officer on an inactive status may perfect him- 
self in the wartime duties of his grade and 
assignment and may prepare himself for pro- 
motion to the next higher grade, training 
facilities available will be placed at his dis- 
posal, Such facilities will, in general, consist 
of— 

(2) Army extension courses. 
66d and e. 

(6) Duty on an inactive status at special 
service schools and the Command and General 
Staff School. 

(9) Administrative 
with his unit. 

e. Paragraph 67% is added as follows: 

67% Credits for training—a. For the pur- 
pose of providing a uniform system of credits 
for military work performed by officers of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the following 
schedule of credits will govern (see par. 4d, 
AR 350-3000) : 

(1) Active duty.—Credits of 100 hours will 
be given for each 14-day period of active duty. 
For shorter periods, 7 hours credit will be 
given for each full day of active duty, pro- 
vided efficiency report ratings of at least 
“Satisfactory” are attained under “Manner of 
Performance” of duties on Efficiency Reports 
(W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 67). 

(2) Inactive duty. 

(a) Hours of credit for attendance at 
classes of troop or group schools, special 
assemblies for individual training, and tests 
will be given as follows: 

1. For students.—As prescribed by corps 
area commanders, but not to exceed 2 hours 
for each class. Where more than one class 
is held in any one day, time actually spent 
in classes will be counted and will not ex- 
ceed 7 hours in any one day. 

2. For instructors.—Four times the credit 
given to the student, but not to exceed 7 
hours in any one day. 

(b) Hours of credit for Army extension 
course students will be the hours indicated 
for subcourses in the annual Announcement 
of Army Extension Courses. Credit will be 
allowed for partially completed sub-courses 
based on the hours assigned to lessons for 
which satisfactory solutions have been sub- 
mitted. Reserve officers designated as assist- 
ant instructors as prescribed in paragraph 
10d, AR 350-3000 for the purpose of instruct- 
ing other Reserve officers pursuing Army ex- 
tension courses will be credited with actual 
hours engaged in study or instruction, or as 
prescribed by the corps area commander, but 
not to exceed 7 hours for each full day. Such 
credit given to instructors will be certified to 
by the officer under whose direction the work 
is performed. 

Reserve officers who are specifically author- 
ized by corps area commanders as instructors 
in inactive status with Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps units will be credited with actual 
hours engaged in such instruction, but not 
to exceed 7 hours for any one day, to be 
certified to by the officer under whose direc- 
tion the work is performed. 

(c) Hours of credit for administrative work 
as a member of a court or board convened by 
order of the corps area commander, or for 
administrative duties in connection with the 
officer’s unit, will be as prescribed by the 
corps area commander, but will not exceed 
7 hours per day. Medical officers (including 
contract surgeons) conducting physical ex- 
aminations or performing equivalent profes- 
sional work in the preparation of military 
personnel for active duty training or service 
will be credited with one hour per examina- 
tion or service, but not to exceed 7 hours per 
day. Reserve officers performing duties 
under jurisdiction of the Joint Army and 
Navy Selective Service Committee will be 
credited with actual hours engaged on such 
duty, but not to exceed 7 hours for any one 
day, to be certified to by the Secretary of 
the Joint Army and Navy Selective Service 
Committee. 

(d) Hours of credit for duty on an inactive 
status, including firing practice, with active 
units of the Regular Army or at special 
service schools or the Command and General

Staff School, or with active units of the Na. 
tional Guard will be actual hours engaged on 
such duty, but not to exceed 7 hours for any 
one day. to be certified to by the commanding 
officer of the Regular Army or National 
Guard unit or commandant of the school con- 
cerned. 

(e) Air Corps Reserve officers who fly on 
an inactive status and specialist Reserve off. 
cers who possess a United States Army air 
rating who fly on an inactive status will be 
credited with— “ 

1. Three hours’ credit for each hour spent 
flying in military aircraft. This ratio wil} 
apply in proportion to the length of time 
spent in flying, e. g., 20 minutes spent in 
flying equal to one hour credit. 

2. One hour credit for each hour spent in 
piloting civilian aircraft, one-half hour for 
each hour spent in duty as copilot in civilian 
aircraft. Credit for flying as pilot or copilot 
in civilian aircraft will be given upon furnish- 
ing a duly authenticated transcript of such 
fiying time. 

Credit for flying will be given officers only 
in conformity with the aeronautical rating 
held. For example, an officer holding a pilot's 
rating will be credited with pilot time only; 
one holding an observer's rating will he 
credited with observer time only; one holding 
both ratings will be credited with either pilot 
or observer time, depending on the mission 
flown. Nonrated officers will not be credited 
flying time. An observer will not receive 
credit hours for flying in civilian aircraft. 

(f) Credits will not be awarded for activyi- 
ties other than those listed herein unless ap- 
proved by The Adjutant General in advance 
of the performance of the work for which it 
is recommended that credits be allowed. Corps 
area commanders and chiefs of arms or ser- 
vices in submitting to The Adjutant General 
requests for such approval should furnish full 
information as to the nature and extent of 
the proposed work. 

(g) Reserve officers on extended active duty 
may acquire inactive duty credits by the 
methods, other than duty with tactical units, 
stated above, provided that the work for which 
such inactive duty credits are allowed does 
not interfere with their daily duties. 

(h) Warrant officers or enlisted men on the 
active list of the Regular Army, or in active 
service from a retired status, will be given 40 
hours of credit for each year of the period of 
their current appointment in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps while a member of the Regular 
Army in which their character is “Excellent.” 
Certificates of character will be determined 
by their commanding officers. 

b. Hours of credit will be awarded only by 
the corps area commander concerned. It is 
desired that all reports of hours of credit 
earned by Reserve officers, including those re- 
ports rendered by officers on procurement 
planning duty and other officers not under 
the jurisdiction of corps area headquarters, 
be rendered to the commanding general of 
the corps area having administrative jurisdic- 
tion over the Reserve officer on whom report 
is rendered. There is no objection to the offi- 
cer rendering the report furnishing a copy 
thereof, for those in the arm and service as- 
signment group, to the chief of arm or ser- 
vice concerned. If a copy is furnished to the 
chief of arm or service, the original rendered 
to the corps area commander should bear & 
notation to that effect. For reports of credit 
furnished prior to reappointment, see para- 
graph 28. 

2. The instructions contained in letters from 
The Adjutant General, dated January 11, 1986 
(A.G. 008 O.R.C. (1-8-36) Res. A) and July 3, 
1936 (A.G. 353 O.R.C. (4-24-26) Res. A) relat- 
ing to “Hours of Credit for Reappointment in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps” are rescinded.

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British View on Battleships 

A British Cabinet committee which has 
spent months considering the problem of 
aircraft versus battleships concluded this 
week that capital ships can not be con- 
structed so as to be indestructible from 
air bombing under any circumstances but 
that nevertheless they were indispensable 
to their Navy. 

News dispatches from London, telling 
of the release of the report in abridged 
form as a White Paper, declared that in 
coming to their conclusion the committee, 
headed by Sir Thomas Inskip, Minister 
for Defense Coordination, refused to ac- 
cept the opinion of the Admiralty which 
had held that capital ships could be in- 
yulnerable to fatal attack from the air. 
Other news accounts had it that the Ad- 
miralty did not contend that battleships 
are invulnerable but held they are no 
more invulnerable to bombing than to gun 
fire in view of the development of anti- 
aircraft. 

“It is plain to us,” the committee re- 
ported, “that capital ships cannot be con- 
structed so as to be indestructible by 
bombing from the air. This probably 
would be true even if the factors of speed, 
armament and weight were disregarded 
in the design of a ship so that the thick- 
ness of the defensive armor could be in- 
definitely increased. 

“In circumstances favorable to an at- 
tack from the air which could be driven 
home by a large and powerful force the 
most heavily armed capital ship can no 
doubt be destroyed or at least seriously 
crippled.” 

The reasons given in the report for 
holding that battleships were necessary 
and therefore by inference approving the 
laying down of replacement ships this 
year, were, first, that airplanes could not 
do the work of battleships “while there 
are large areas of ocean which are out of 
the range of service aircraft based on 
British territory” and second that as 
other nations have battleships and “we 
need ships equal in fighting power to those 
to which they may be opposed.” 

Tests made by the American Navy were 
cited in support of the conclusion that 
battleships were still essential. The re- 
sults of British tests made by the Com- 
mittee were not revealed however. 
Further trials are urged, it was said, to 
give more information regarding the 
value of anti-craft fire. 

“Although the American Government 
is in possession of all the information re- 
garding its own trials it has not thereby 
been induced to cease building capital 
ships, as some critics here, on less com- 
plete information, would wish us to do,” 
is was said.

Use Veterans’ Doctors 

Legislation to provided that in time of 
war the Veterans’ Adminisration be made 
& part of the military forces of the 
United States was urged in an address 
by Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs, at the annual 
meetings of the Association of Military 
Suregons at Detroit, Mich., Oct. 29, 1936.

tute a part of the military forces of the 
United States, and that the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs may detail 
physicians, dentists, and other employees 
of the Administration for duty with the 
Army, Navy, or with the civil authori- 
ties.” 

There are approximately 1,748 full 
time physicians, 274 part time physicians 
and 6,864 physiciansknown as desig- 
nated examiners, he said. In addition 
there are 160 dentists and a large num- 
ber of subprofessional personnel em- 
ployed. 

“All of this personnel,” he pointed 
out, “has had éxperience in making 
standardized physical and mental examin- 
ations similar to those necessary to de- 
cide whether or not a person is qualified 
to be inducted into the military service.” 

“In addition to the personnel the 
Veterans’ Administration has available 
81 hospitals with a capacity of over 
0,000 beds, and 25 regional offices in 
which out-patient examinations are made 
und treatments are administered. 


Payment of Bridge Tolls 

The Comptroller General has held that 
“the United States is not required to pay 
tolls for the movement of its mails, troops 
und munitions of war over bridges con- 
structed under authority of the Congress 
pursuant to the General Bridge Act of 
March 23, 1906, 34 Stat. 84, or acts of like 
import.” 

The question arose when Maj. M. T. 
Legg, FD, USA, asked for a ruling on a 
voucher in favor of the New York State 
Bridge Authority for seven dollars, cov- 
ering 20 tickets for tolls over the Mid- 
IIudson Bridge at Poughkeepsie, N. Y.

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Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended October 28, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,- 
471,000,000, a decrease of $16,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$6,000,000 compared with the correspond- 
ing week in 1935. 

On October 28 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,462,000,000, a decrease of 
$1,000,000 for the week. This decrease 
corresponds with decreases of $9,000,000 
in money in circulation and $8,000,000 in 
non member deposits and other Federal 
Reserve accounts and an increase of $23,- 
000,000 in monetary gold stock, offset in 
part by an increase of $39,000,000 in mem- 
ber bank reserve balances. Member bank 
reserve balances on October 28 were estir 
mated to be approximately $2,160,000,000 
in excess of legal requirements. 

Relatively small changes were reported 
in the System’s holdings of bills dis- 
counted, purchased bills, industrial ad- 
vances and United States Government 
securities.

Maritime Strike and Services 

The West Coast maritime strike, now 
spreading to Nation-wide proportions, 
has had no effect on the transportation of 
supplies to the armed services, it was 
stated at the War and Navy Departments 
yesterday. 

With newspaper dispatches recounting 
an impending shortage of food and other 
supplies in San Francisco and other 
points as the result of the paralyzing of 
shipping through the walk out of many 
thousands of seamen and = stevedores, 
transportation of goods to ships of the 
Fleet and Army and Navy posts and sta- 
tions on the mainland and foreign pos- 
sessions has not been affected, it was said. 

On Monday of this week, Secretary of 
the Navy Swanson received a telegram 
hed a wholesale grocers’ association in 
Saft Prancisco stating that the strike was 
preventing the movement of foodstuffs to 
naval ships and stations. Upon investiga- 
tion, it was stated Thursday at the Navy 
Department, the charge was found to be 
without basis. The Navy uses commer- 
cial shipping to some extent in moving 
stores but as movements are periodic, it 
was declared that no difficulty would 
arise unless the strike continued a con- 
siderable time. Fuel oil and some other 
supplies are transported by naval ships 
which of course are manned by naval offi- 
cers and enlisted men. 

Practically all of the supplies for 
Hawali, Panama and other outlying Army 
posts go by the Army’s own water trans- 
port fleet, it was stated at the War De- 
partment. While the crews of these ves- 
sels are civilians and many of them mem- 
bers of the seaman’s union, they have not 
gone on strike and are not expected to do 
so. No difficulty has been experienced 
from the walkout of longshoremen. Two 
Army transports are now loading on the 
West Const, it was said, and the steve- 
dores, while refusing to load commercial 
vessels, are working on the Government 
shins. Should the dock workers refuse to 
load the vessels, Army enlisted personnel 
could take their places, it was pointed out. 

General Preston Retires 

Col. John F. Preston. Inf., formerly The 
Inspector General of the Army, was 
ordered retired this week, effective Nov- 
ember 30. with the ronk of major general. 

Although General Preston reached the 
statutory retirement ave on Thursday of 
this week, he previovsly had heen found 
by an Army retiring hovrd ineanacitated 
for active service on acconnt of disability 
incident thereto. so he will be retired for 
vhysical disabilitv on the same dav that 
he would have retired for age anvway. 

General Preston was born in Baltimore, 
Md., Nov. 5, 1872. from which place he 
was appointed to the United States Mili- 
tarv Academy in 1890. Toon graduation 
In 1894, he was commissioned a second 
lientenant of Infantry. 

On June 14th. he sailed for Cuba, and 
served with the 7th Infantry in the attack 
and canture of Ft. San Juan. and throuch- 
out the entire Santiago camnaign. He 
was nominated for brevet ecantain for gal- 
lantry in battle, Santiago, Cuba, July 1, 
1898, 

Landing at Manila, Philinnine Tslands, 
on Julv 1, 1899. he served with his regi- 
ment during the Insurrection. taking nart 
in the exnedition of Colonel Hooe’s Pro- 
visional Brigade against the Filininos, 
from Dec. 2 to 16, 1899, participating in 
five eneagements. 

On Sentember 5, 1917. he was placed in 
command of the 302d Trfantrv. T6th 
Division. and on JIniy 6, 1918, sailed with 
his reriment for France. He commanded 
the 152d Infantry Rrigede from Octoher 
15th, to November 10, 1918, and on Nov- 
ember 18th. the same vear, reported for 
duty at the Army Schools, Langres, 
France. On Dee. 1, 1918 he was nlaced 
in command of the 327th Infantry, 82 
Division. and returned to the United 
States with his regiment on May 18. 1919. 

Colonel Preston was detailed in the Tn- 
snector General's Department on Nov. 20, 
1928. and ordered to Washington. where 
he served as Executive Officer, Office of 
The Inspector General until December 1, 





1931, on which date he was appointed 
The Inspector General with rank of Ma- 
jor General. Upon completion of that de- 
tail he reverted to his permanent rank of 
colonel and was ordered to Ft. Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas, where he was assigned to duty 
at Eighth Corps Area Headquarters. 


The Service Chaplaincy 

Action of the International Convention 
of the Disciples of Ohrist in urging 
separation of the Federal Council from 
the “war system” by dissolving its chap- 
laincy commission apparently does not 
meet with the full approval of the mem- 
bers of that denomination. 

The Christian-Rrangelist, national 
weekly of the Disciples of Christ, declared 

“The resolution on the chaplaincy is 
genuinely significant. It asks the Home 
Department of the United Society to with- 
draw its representatives from the Federal 
Council’s Commission on the Chaplaincy 
—thus making Disciples the first major 
Protestant group to take this step. 

“We opposed, personally, this resolu- 
tion—not its substance but its method. 
We felt that before withdrawing from 
the present chaplaincy system we should 
know to what nonmilitary chaplaincy we 
could reasonably turn. We felt that, in 
withdrawing, we should also at once 
pledge ourselves to share the expense of 
supporting a civilian chanlaincy, provided 
the Federal Council is able to present a 
workable plan for such a civilian group. 
But the resolution was passed, over the 
disapproval of the Committee on Recom- 
mendations. and we understand that the 
Federal Council welcomes having its hand 
forced in the matter. We understand, 
also, that in other countries substitute 
systems are in vogue which will help us. 
(We shall publish, next week. an article 
from Harold EF. Fey which outlines more 
adequately some of these factors.) Our 
concern now is that we shall earry 
through. 

“Again we would not be misunderstood 
about this matter. We support, advocate, 
and sustain the separation of our people, 
officially, from the American army. Not 
because of any opposition to the armv as 
such, but hecause we dissent utterly from 
the situation whereby Christian ministers 
who serve the army are naid by the War 
Denartment. wear the War Denartment’s 
uniform, and sneak—of necessity—the ac- 
cents of the War Department. We want 
a civilian chaplainecy. We simnlvy make 
the point that we are now hound to nay 
our share of the bill. and we submit that 
the commission appointed to consider this 
matter must make an adequate report at 
the next convention.” 

In addition to urging withdrawal of 
chaplains. the International Convention 
also acted on a number of other snti-de- 
fense resolutions. One urged fullest co- 
oneration in a “Pesce Poll” on defense 
matters “to the end that the convention 
mav he more fully informated as to the 
attitudes, oninions. and eonvictions of ovr 
neonle on this vital issvre.” This in itself 
wonld annear to Indicate that the Inter- 
national Convention is not fnllv aware 
of the views of members of its churches, 

Also adonted were resolntions vreing 
the Tinited States to confine itself to 
“setnal defense needs of continental 
Tinited Stetes pnd its nossessions in the 
Western Hemisnhere.” nationalization of 
munitiens, and onnosing military training 
in any form in schoo!s and colleges.
